They have 
repeatedly demanded titles, but the gov- 
ernment has not granted them, and Con- 
gress has shown not the slightest disposi- 
tion to do so. Mr. Dawes, who did good 
work, in spite of ridicule, for the Poncas, 
has taken up the cause of the Omahas. 
and made an appeal to the Senate in their 
behalf yesterday. 


The lauds granted by the Government 


to certain railroads, and forfeited by 
them through non-compliance with their 
contracts, area magnificent domain. 
The 


Northern Pacific alone has forfeited 47.- 
000,000 acres, the Texas Pacific 18,000,- 
000 and the Atlantic ami Pacific (the con- 
tinuation of the ^Southern Pacific) 42,- 
000,000. 
There are twenty companies 


besides these which have lapsed laud 
grants. It is necessary to pass an act of 
Congress in order to restore these lands to 
the public domain, and a bill to do this 
was yesterday (introduced. 
There will 


doubtless be a strong fight made agaiuet 
the bill by the Pacific railroad companies. 
They claim that nothing ICKS than an act 
of God, otherwise the panic of 1873. pre- 
vented them from 
fulfilling their con- 


tracts, ivnd they think that their present 
activity in building their Hues entitles 
them to :i renewal of the grants. 
After 


all that has been done for tho Union and 
Central Pacific companies, this demand 
would seem to be reasonable.

Mr. Sherman, replying to Mr. Vest, 


said that the banks were the creatures of 
and subject .to the will of Congress. 
The 


talk of the Senator of Missouri, Mr. Vest, 
about the vastness of the power of the 
bimks, and their throtting the govern- 
ment, reminded him of a pigmy throtting 
a giant. The cowardice of capital was 
proverbial, and the alarm of the bank was 
.so great last year, when the compulsory 
feature of the funding bill were passed, that 
many of them began to draw in their cir- 
culations. 
The President vetoed the bill 


for reasons given in his message, and not 
because he was coerced by the banks, for 
they nevftr coerced anybody. 
There was 


more ca'iso for apprehension from rail- 
road influence, and from tho power of 
demagogery than from tho power of the 
banks. It wae fortunate that the bill of 
last year did fail, as the banks would not 
have taken the three per cent.
